MINISTER OF THE 
INTERIOR. 


This report is always of incerest to 
every settler of Manitoba and the 
Northwest, and to every intelligent 
citizen of the Dominion, for that 
matter, but the statistics of the pre- 
sent year are ef especial moment to 
eyery Manitoban, who gives the sub- 
ject the attention its importance 
merits. The:year 1882 was one of 
unusual activity, and though the 
figures would indicate an unusual 
amount of settlemont that year, the 
the facts do not bear out that view of 
the case,as many who entered that 
year were not bona fide settlers, and 
the great bulk of those who came in 
1883 became actual residents. 

We take the following comparison 
of entries year by vear from the re. 
turns, which our readers ought to 
preserve for reference :

From the 30th of June, 1882, to 
the 3lst Dec., 1883, Colonization 
Companies contributed $845,529.27 
to the Dominion exchequer, and not~ 
withstanding the extent to which 
these companies have been denounc- 
ed by theGrit press they have lo- 
cated 664 heads of families—-upwards 
wards of 3,000 souls all told. At pre- 
sent there are 26 of them in full 
operation, occupving about 2,973,978 
acres of land. Very nearly $20,000 
has been received the past year as 
rent from grazing lands, and this 
renting to cattle grazers is found to 
be a means of inducing immigration 
besides enhancing the value of the 
lands, the proprietory of which re- 
mains vested in the Government. It 
is found the valley of the South 
Saskatchewan contains immense 
quantities of lignite coal, which the 
“. P. RR. find nearly as good as the 
vitumous article for steam producing 
purposes, and large quautities 
thracite are found on Devil's Head 
“reek, 60 miles west of Calgary.

From 1873 
to 1878, this country had a taste of 
Grit Goverument, and notwithstand- 
ing the protestations of the Manitoba 
Grit sheets, we feel confident the 
settlers of this country do not want 
to have it repeated.
